SEF MORE GAINS 


+ Chinese Government leaders 
view the remarkable series of 
successes of General Chu Teh in 
the mountain country. of Shansi 
province as the prelude to sweep- 
ing Chinese gains against the in- 
vading legions of Japan. 

The Eighth Army troops are re- 
peating ‘with “ devastating effect 
the guerrilla tactics which they 
learned to perfection during the 
10-year civil war with the Kuo- 
mintang, now at a close. 

Having fought year in and year 
Out against a better-armed foe 
who almost always outnumbered 
them, the Communist fighters of 
the Eighth Army have developed 
the tactic of guerrilla warfare. 

Avoiding head-on clashes with 
the main bodies of Japanese 
troops, the Eighth Routers wear 
down the enemy by lightning-like 
stabs against outposts and the in- 
vaders’ communications, 


TRAP TRAINS 


From mountain fastnesses in 
the ranges that. criss-cross Shansi 
province, which runs parallel to 
Hopei province d6wWii to the Yel- 
low River, the Communist veter- 
ans slash to shreds the rear of 
the Japanese army. 

Japenese supply trains and iso- 
lated groups of soldiers are 
trapped. The main Japanese 
forces are Rarassed from all sides, 
hard-riding Red cavalry pounding 
through the valleys to attack at 
vital points and cut off the foe 
from their base of supplies. 

The turn-about on the North 
China fronts developed rapidly 
after the Eighth Army began 
large-scale guerrilla offensives in 
late September, which resulted in 
important gains in early October. 

There are no fixed fronts in the 
unorthodox type dt fighting waged 
by the Eighth Army. The main 
areas of battle have been North- 
ern Shansi, which lies almost due 
west of Peiping, now a Japanese 
base, and the region east of 
Taiyuan, Shansi capital, in which 
the Eighth Army is fighting the 
vanguard of the Japanese ad- 
vance along the Peiping-Hankow 
Railway. | 

THREE GROUPS 
The northern fighting has deen 
waged principally by three groups 
ef the Eighth Army, two in dis-

One group, which took the city 
of Sochow. about 17 miles north 
of the Great Wall, in late Sep- 
tember, then drove up the road 
which leads northwest to Soping. 
It captured the towns of Tsing- 
pingchan and Pinglu, mopped up 
the broken Japanese forces, then 
swiveled southward and opened a 
new drive. 

On the night of Oct 6, after 
having crossed the Great Wall, 
the Chinese force finally drove a 
ring of steel completely around 
the key city of Ningwufu. 

The Japanese garrison resisted 
stubbornly, and called for hurried 
reinforcements. 


RELIEF COLUMN 


A arong column of Japanese 
troops, with 57. tanks and armored 
cars as well as medium artillery, 
set out from Kwohsien, 50 miles 
to the east, to relieve the besieged 
garrison at Ningwutu. 

They reached the village of 
Machiachuang, about three miles 
outside of Ningwufu, where they 
fell into ambush and found them- 
selves hemmed in on all sides. 


They got word of their plight 
to the garrison of Ningwufu, 
which at once began a desperate 
attack in an attempt to break 
through the encircling forces. 


They succeeded on Oct. 13. 
fought their way to the rémnants 
of the force which had come to 
relieve them, and the united Jap- 
anese force, meanwhile cut to 
pieces bf the Chinese, fled east- 
ward to safer territory. 


CITY ENTERED 


Units of the Eighth Route 
Army, together with a brigade of 
Kuomintang troops which had 
been sent to aid them, entered the 
city amid popular jubilation. 

On Oct. 7, one day after the 
siege of Ningwufu began, another 
detashment of Eighth Route Army 
troops began an attack directly 
on the city of Kiotaiyo, 20 miles 
northeast of Soochow.

trapped a caravan of 68 Japanese 
trucks, Before the Japanese

CONFLICT WITH ITALIANS 


It was during this campaign 
that Eighth Army forces came 
into conflict with Italian mission- 
aries who were protecting Chinése 
traitors. 

When the battle for the town 
of Latyuan began, pro-Japanese 
members of the so-called “Peace 
Preservation Corps” fied into 


Italian missions. 


The Eighth Army force de- 
manded that they be handed 


over to .face trial before the 
Eighth Army, as official repre- 
sentatives of the Government of 
the Chinese Republic. 

The missionaries refused, but 
the Chmese troops nonetheless 
captured Latyuan ander a stiff 
fight. 

After the capture of W 
this force circled northwestward, 
took the river city.of Kwangling 
Sha, then drove south and cap- 
tured the town of Lingkiu. 


CUT OFF SUPPLIES 


The capture of the strategic 
points cut off the transport of 
Japanese troops and supplies 
along the automobile road lead- 
ing from Hopei province in 
Taichow. 

One of the detachments of this 


of. Pingsinkuan near the Great 
Wall. The main force continued 
onward from Pingsinkuan to the 
mountain pass at Kwanwukow. 

During the fighting in this area, 
the automobile road to Kwanwu- 
kow .was ripped up. 

A day later Chinese troops 
seized 130 Japanese trucks speed- 
ing along the automobile road be- 
tween Pingsinkuan and Lingkiu. 
Fighting in this sector is stil) in 
progress, according to latest re- 
ports. 

One Chinese detachment is ad- 
vancing from Pingsinkuan to 
Fanchih, along the Lingkiu-Tai- 
chow road, while another force is 
driving towards Tsingsian, nearby.
